Exriiurnos to thk Niger. — The Manchester 
(Eng.) Guardian publishes several dispatches from 
Wm. Balfour liiikil. M. D., in charge of the ex- 
pedition which ascended the Niger in the steamer 
Dayspring last autumn, giving a partial description 
of the country and speaking cf the loss of the i-hip. 
The ascent of the river Mas commenced on the 10th 
of July, taking in tow a heavy schooner. In the 
delta and at various points above, communication 
was held with the chiefs of numerous tribes, to an- 
nounce the objects of the visitors and show their 
friendly dispositions. They were invariably well 
received, and readiness was shown to open trade on 
a large scale where the facilities for conveyance 
should be provide J. A trading and missionary sta- 
tion was first lormed in the Igbo country, 150 miles 
from the Fea; also the nucleus for a colony whither 
liberated Africans might emigrate from Sierra Le- 
one. The principal productions of Igbo are palm 
oil and rosewood; cotton is grown for domestic use, 
and might, if due encouragement was offered, be 
largely prjduced. On the 10th of August, the 
steamer landed at the confluence of the Binue and 
Kwora, where ground was promptly given for a 
factory and mission bouse. The people are described 
as of a much more civilized cast than any met near- 
er the sea; they were quite devoted to trade, and, 
under proper instruction at.d influence, might soon 
be greatly improved. On entering the main streams 
of the Kwora, an abundai.ee of water was found, 
and no diffi'ulty was experienced in visiting all the 
neighboring towns. The river was ascended a con- 
siderable distance against a rapid current, when the 
party landed and rode inland at out fifteen miles 
through a fine but wild country, to a place contain- 
ing not less than 60,000 inhabitants — a finely chosen 
spot. The King was a verv intelligent person, and, 
being very powerful, even.- effort was made to ce- 
ment a permanent friendship. During their stay, 
about two days, the members of the expedition 
feasted on milk, butter, and honey. The ascent of 
the river was continued to Rahba, a point never 
passed by any previous expedition, which was 
reached September 18. A messenger was there 
kindly placed al their disposal by the King, to carry 
dispatches to Ilorin. Capt. Baikil believed that, 
with the help which might be obtained, there would 
be little if any difficulty in opening a safe road from 
Lagos, on the sea coast, through the Yoruba coun- 
try, to Rabba, and establishing, where requisite, a 
regular postal communication. Rabba is on the 
regular caravan route. At this point the letter from 
which theae facts are taken is dated. It was in- 
tended to continue the ascent of the river, but a 
subsequent letter mentions that after advancing fif- 
teen miles further the steamer was driven on the 
rocks and sunk. A second steamer would arrrive 
for her relief. Though the expedition had been 87 
days in the river, their health continued good. Ac- 
curate charts had been laid down, and numerous 
soundings taken. The existence of six or seven 
tributary streams, previously unknown, had also 
been ascertained. But for the adverse circumstance 
already mentioned, the expedition promised remark- 
able success. We trust that no insuperable obsta- 
cle was interposed to a realization of all that had 
been anticipated.

Tin: Skxatk Kansas Bill. — We have received 
a correct copy of this bill as it passed the Senate. 
The preamble is given in tiie proceedings of Con- 
gress. The first section descrities the boundaries of 
the State and Indian reservations. 
The second section reads as follows: 

That the State of Kansas is admitted into the Uniin 
ti|H>n the express coudition that said State shall never 
interfere with the primary <ii.-i-o.sal of th • public lauds, 
or with any regulations which Congress may find neces- 
sary for securing the title in said lands to the bona fide 
purchasers and grantees thereof, or impose or levy any 
tax, assessment, or imposition of any description whatever 
upon them, or other property of the I'nited States, within 
the limits of said State : and that nothing in this Act shall 
be construed to abridge or infringe any right of the people 
asserted in the Constitution of Kansas, at all times, to alter, 
reform, or abolish th*ir form of government in such mau- 
nur as they may think pro|>er. Congress hereby disclaiming 
any authority to intervene or declare the c< instruction of 
the Constitution of any State, except to see that it be re- 
publican in form amidol iu conflic: with the Constitution of 
the I'nited States; and nothing in this act shall be con-tru- 
ed as an assent by Congress to all or to any of the proposi- 
tions or claims contained in the ordinauce annexed to said 
■ooustitiitiou of the people of Kansas, nor to deprive the 
said State of KaUKis ot the same grants which were con- 
tained in said act of Congress, entitled "An act to author- 
ize the people of the Territory of Minnesota to form a 
i ■ nstitntiou ami State government, preparatory to admis- 
sion into the I'nion on au equal footing with the original 
States," approved Feb. ls53. 

The third section gives the State one Representa- 
tive in the United States House of Representatives. 
And tie fourth and last section provides for a United 
States district court, the judge, attorney, and mar- 
shal of the same to receive the sac 
those in the district of Iowa. 



boom Will Case n Georgia —Mr 
Savage, of Dougherty county, recently died, leaving 
a will which devised his property to his wife, but 
in the event of her marriage to go to her children 
thus cutting the wife off without a shilling. The 
lady was disposed to contest this provision of the 
will, and the case was heard finally before the su 
preme court, whose decision was rendered at Sa- 
vannah several days ago. Mr. Morgan, the coun- 
sel for the widow, argued the case with great abili 
ty, and contended that this provision in the will, be- 
ing in restraint of marriage, was contrary to the 
policy of our law, and illegal; but the court held 
that a man had a right t"> leave his property to his 
wife during her widowhood and cut her off if she 
married, and that the Savage will was legal. The 
Georgia judges are not quite so gallant as their 
brothers in the Keystone State, who, if we remem- 
ber right, some time since came to a directly oppo- 
site conclusion on a similar state of facts.

COSFEBSIOM OF A LECOMPTOX DELEGATE. — The 

Vicksburg (Miss.) Whig gives the following extract 
of a letter, dated February 24, 1858, from one of the 
delegates to the Lecompton Convention, who finds 
that region too warm for him, to a resident of Vicks- 
burg. It speaks for itself: 

My reason for leaving is, I think, a good one. I 
cannot stay any longer. I have been, as every one 
must be, identified with politics. I, unfortunately 
for my future prospects in Kansas, hav«_ taken an 
active and rather prominent part. And now, to con- 
fess the truth and shame the devil, we, the pro- 
slavery men, cannot expect any favors of the d — d 
Abolitionist; for, although we have been in a mi- 
nority ever since I came to Kansas, we have denied 
it to prevent encouraging emigration from the South, 
and have bullied and swindled them in our elections 
until even I admit tbey have a right to feel out- 
raged. To-day tbey outnumber us at least four or 
five to one. The disproportion is too great for us to 
fight any longer the more so from the fact that the 
ensuing spring's emigration will swell their majority 
to probaily eight or ten to one; for our men are 



New PkoI'Ektv ok Lk.ht — Sun- UglU Staled up 
In a Bjttle. — M. Niepee de St. Victor, in France, has 
lately made some experiments of exceeding interest, 
in order to determine whether bodies which have 
absorbed light, and which are afterwards kept in 
darkness for any length of time, will again give out 
light. He found that an engraving which had been 
exposed to the sun's rays, and afterward* placed 
in a dark box, would affect sensitive photographic 
paper, and produce a dark impression of the litcLt 
parts. This result was not produced unleis the pic- 
ture had been subjected to sun-light, portions cov- 
ered by a screen having no action at all. The ob- 
ject seemed to be saturated with light, aud, the 
longer the action of light upon it, the more intense 
was the reproduction of the figure. 

It was ascertained that actual contact of the 
colored surface with the sensitive paper is not ne- 
cessary, and that the impression CObU be taken at 
a distance. 

A layer of any tissue, however, interposed between 
the picture and the sensitive paper prevented the 
action. Certain English iuks gave the best results. 
The impressions differed according to the nature of 
the chemical ingredients of the color. A white color 
reproduced the best. 

M. St. Victor exposed an engraving to the light 
for an hour and then applied it to a white paste- 
board surface, which had been kept in darkness for 
several days, and allowed them to remain in con- 
tact twenty-four hours. The pasteboard then trans- 
ferred to sensitive paper an impression of the en- 
graving, less clear, however, than in the previous 
instance. 

The most wonderful experiment of all was this: 
a metallic tube, closed at one extremity, and lined 
with white paper, was placed so that the direct rays 
of the sun might enter the open end and be absorbed. 
An engraving upon icdia paper was then placed 
over a sheet of sensitive paper, and the opening of 
the tube so applied that the light contained in it 
might act upon the engraving. It was found that 
an impression could thus be taken off by means of 
the light absorbed and confined within the tube. If 
the tube is hermetically sealed, the property of 
radiation of the light from its internal surface is 
indefinitely preserved 
a bottle. 

The Kansas Bill in the House. — The Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Baltimore Sun says: 

It is now certain that a majority of at least ten 
exists in the Mouse in favor of admitting Kansas 
with the Lecompton constitution. If a shadow of 
doubt still hangs over the fate of the bill, it is be- 
cause a few Democrats on both sides of an imagina- 
ry line wish to amend its phraseology without chang- 
ing tts substance, either for the pride of consistency 
or to satisfy the prejudices of peculiar constituen- 
cies. 

On the other hand, the New York Tribune esti- 
mates that it will be defeated by three votes, but 
two of these it admits are doubtful.

I/ind is to lie given gratis 
to any family or individual colonist who comes pro- 
vided with the moderate sum of #200. Facilities 
will be provided for the transport of his goods and

Wandfrixos oi an Insank Woman. — About 
eight years ago, Martha Fiench, of Pembroke, N. 
11., became insane, and has continued so up to the 
present time. She received medical treatment at 
home, but, receiving no benefit therefrom, she was 
removed to the asylum at Concord. After remain- 
ing there for some lime without any apparent im- 
provement, she was takeu to her mother's house m 
Pembroke and confined in her room. In April, 
1856, she escaped, and her bonnet was found upon 
the bank of the river, and this was the only trace 
they could find of her. It was supposed that she 
had drowned herself. In order to satisfy themselves 
more fully upon this they called in the aid of mes- 
merism. The medium required some article be- 
longing to the supposed deceased, and was furnished 
w ith a pair of stockings. On receiving them, the 
inesmeiizer began to tremble, and exclaimed, "Oh, 
how cold it is down here. Here she is on the bot- 
tom." This settled the question in the minds of 
many whose credulitj wag greater than their com- 
mon sense, and nothing more was heard of her.

He asked if she knew that 
man. and she replied. "Whv, yes; he ii*ed to doctor 
me; it ia Dr. Simpson." The doctor recognised her 
at first sight. She would answer all questions 
rationally. On being asked how she came there, she 
replied, "On a boat. This was true. To another 
question she replied that she traveled on foot a part 
of th* way, and rode in the car some on her journey 
from home. She said they gave her a bonnet, shoes, 
and other clothes on the road. As soon as she had 
answered a question her mind seemed to wander 
most strangely. 

The doctor offered to take her away, but, on being 
told that nothing would be charged for her board 
there until the room was wanted by patients belong- 
ing to the State, he thonght best to let her remain. 



Tiik WirK HMHMn — ^onftusfon of the Murderer. 
The St. I.ouis News, af ft May eveuing, has the f aV 
bwing. We published an account of the affair a 
few days ago: 

Last eight, alwut 10 o'clock, Geor b e H. Lamb, 
whose arrest on suspicion of having murdered his 
wife has been chronicled in the daily papers, made a 
clean breast of the att'iir by coatVs. ing tbe murd*r 
in full in presence of Mr. Stafford, his father-in-law, 
and officers Lee and Boggus. The details show a 
cool premeditation and relentlessness unsurpassed in 
the annals of crime. His confes-ion, however, will 
amount to nothing, unless the murder can be proved 
by other testimony to have actually occurred, as, 
according to the rules of law, the corpus delicti, or 
"bodv of the offense," must be established before 
the confession of the accused can be admitted osevi- 
j dence. 

It is reported that aliott the time this murder is 
j said to have taken place, the body of a woman an- 
swering to the description «>f Mrs. Lamb was found 
floating in tue river, near Si. ueiiene.e, aud. was 
taken ashore at that place. Mr. Stafford starts im- 
mediately for that point to make inquiries. He 
went to" the prisoner's oell yesterday morning to 
have some conversation with him. Lamb said that 
there was something be wished to tell, but that his 
counsel had instructed him -not to talk to any one. 
At 10 o'clock P. M. Stafford again went to him, as 
stated before, in company with officers, when he un- 
bo omed tbe whole secret. He said he took his wife 
from the Aster Hou e anil put her in a yawl lioat, 
for which he paid $7. telling his vic'.im he was go- 
ing to a small town down tha river. Himself aud 
two others were in the boat with her. The names 
he did not know. 

He took her down within half a mile of the island 
(he did not say what one) and there held bedhead 
under water until she strangled. He thea tied a 
rope around her neck, attached a stone to it, and 
sunk her. The rope was about half the size of a 
common bed-cord. He was asked what motive he 
had fcr the perpetration of the deed, if Sarah (his 
wife) had not always treated him properly and well? 
He replied that she had never done him wrong, and 
did not deoerve her fate, but that be was inrluerced 
by other parties, the names of whom he could not or 
would not give. He drowned her, he says, on the 
17 h of December last. After her body bad sunk, 
he, with the two other men, went ashore and sent 
the yawl adrift. To a question how his wife was 
dressed, he answered, iu the dress she was making 
at the time he went for her at her father's house.

MR8. SMITH AND "HER WILLIE." 

Mrs. Smith is extensively known among teachers, 
for, though she is frequently found in one of the 
back districts of Forestville, she is equally at home 
in each of the populous wards of Metropolitania. 
Indeed, that lady is to a school district what a 
"crooked deacon" is to a parish. Ton will have an 
opportunity afforded you of knowing Mrs. Smith 
nearly as soon as \ ou have made the acquaintance 
of her Willie. 

Of course it is well for the teacher to know the 
characteristics of bis pupils, and, lest you should 
fail of discovering these in the junior member of 
tbe Smith family, if you do not call on the good 
lady during the first week, she will call on you. 
Indeed, it would not be remarkable if she made her 
appearance the first morning, and remained while 
you opened school, to observe whether you pro'jably 
have the qualities which she considers requisite in 
tbe person to whom she commits her precious 
charge.

Mrs. Smith feels it her duty at 'the outset to let 
you know that her Willie is "nervous." He always 
was a nervous chill, having a hereditary disposi- 
tion that way; moreover, he had a severe teething 
fever which "racked his constitution in infancy, oth- 
erwise he would now be an incipient "Hercules." 
As it is, he will sometimes lav violent hand) on his 
schoolfellows, not from any Inherent malignity of 
disposition, but from the state of his nerves. His 
brain is also remarkab y precocious, developed 
alarmingly— and jou are called to notice tbe magni- 
tude of his cranium. You will some day be mor? 
surprised at its thickness. His head has been phre- 
nologically examined by Professor Feeler, aud, if 
phrenology is true, a Milton, Bacon, or Newton is 
there held in reserve for the enlightenment »f the 
coming generation. She leminds yon that "as the 
twig is bent the tree is inclined,'' and does not want 
you to bend her twig at all; she prefers that nature 
should have its way, though you wouH like to sug- 
gest that nature makes men savages. 

She encourages jou with the promise that, if she 
likes your management, she may send George 
Washington, and, perhaps, Benjamin Franklin to 
school next terra. In the mean time, Willie is not 
to be crowded in his studies, as his brain will not 
bear it. 

It is possible that, notwithstanding the remark- 
able precocity of Willie's brain, ,which at present 
prompts him to find relaxation in excavating horse- 
chestnuts under his desk with his knife, aud preci- 
pitating pulverised chalk into the ink-stands, aVe^ 
he w ill sometimes, not to say often, be found to be 
remarkably obtute, his heavy eyes and pallid or 
burning cheeks suggesting indigestion. If you board 
a while at Mrs. Smith's, or visit there often, you 
will be able to account for this by the fact that this 
same child drinks strong tea aud coffee, eats inordi- 
nately of all manner of indigestible condiments at 
table, and regales himself with parched corn, mo- 1 
lasses candy, nuts, aud raisins in the evenings, and 
"sits upas long as father and mother do.'' 

If you venture to suggest that the welfare of the 
future generation is imperiled in this disregard of the 
embryo philosopher's digestive functions, you are : 
politely reminded that mothers know best what 
"agrees" with their children. 

"It is not to be presumed that Willie is perfect^ I 
Mrs. Smith remarks, "any more than other chil- I 
dren," though you wonder which of the virtues he 
is not reputed to possess; but in time you will find j 
out, viz: "he is generous to a fault," and you be- 
come mindful to keep your stationery under lock and I 
key, or it will be given or "traded" away to tbe I 
other boys. Gradually, as Willie's failings discover 
themselves to you, Mrs. Smith feels called upon to 
apologise. She doesn't know "what makes Willie 
act so, unless it is playing with those Browns and 
Jone.es, who are enough to ruin any child." 

About the middle of the term her maternal feari 
are excited lest Willie is overworking himself at I 
school. She thinks a change w ill do him good, and 
accordingly sends him to his grandmother's to spend 
four or five weeks. Meantime, his class reviews. 
When examination day comes, the absentee appears, 
with the rest, to recite. The word "gratulate" is 
proposed to bim to spell, and, having orthography 
of his own in that original head of his, he renders 
the word g-r-a-t-c-h-y-o-u-l-a-i-g-h-t, and astonishes 
every one present but yourself with the assertion 
that "the Nile rises in the Mediterranean sea and 
flows south into the mountains of the moon." 

Mrs. Smith is very active in the neighborhood in 
speaking your praises, as long as you teach and 
govern according to her favorite theory; but if you 
have the temerity to disregard her suggestions, and 
especially if Willie incurs disciplinary treatment at 
your hands, you and Mrs. Smith are in harmony no 
longer, and your influence over the boy is gone for- 
ever; you may as well give him over to the tender 
mercies of the Browns and Joneses. If Mr. Smith 
is one of the committee, you need not expect to 
teach the school a second term. 

However that may lie, when you have taught 
anywhere one year, you will wish that there was a 
State institution for the discipline of weak, injudi- 
cious mothers; when you have taog.it ten years, you 
wdl iauore all the Smiths, and pursue "the even 
tenor of your way."

Arrfst of Fugitive Kidnappers. — -James B. 
Finly, alias Haly A. Howard, and his wifd, were 
brought to this city yesterday morning from Elli- 
cott's Mills, Howard county, Maryland, charged 
with having kidnapped Sarah Taylor, a colored girl, 
aged 14, in this city, and attempting to sell h«r to a 
slave-dealer in Washington. It appears that Finly 
and wife persuaded the parents of the colored girl 
to permit her to leave her home and go with them 
to live in Newark, on the 8th iast., but instead of 
taking her to Newark they went direct to Washing- 
ton, where they put up at Willard's Hotel The 
next morning F inly, it is alleged, attempted to sell 
the girl for $600 to a slave-dualer, but she was too 
knowing, and exposed him. Finly and w ife, on this 
disappointment, immediately left Washington, aban- 
doning their unmanageable charge, and went to Bal- 
timore. 

Mr. Willard, on hearing the girl's story, tele- 
graphed to Mayor 1 iemanu, and the circumstances 
of her leaving" the city were soon known. Her 
mothtr made an affidavit setting forth the facts, 
and the girl was detained at the hotel until the po- 
lice could bring her back. Oificers Barry and Lusk 
were detailed from the 14th precinct to "investigate 
the affair, and the day following they arrested Dr. 
F. C. Clay, of this city, oa suspicion of being con- 
nected with Finly. This party had boarded at the 
same house with Finly. lie at first denied knowing 
anything of the kidnapping, but finally gave all 
the particulars. He was not connected with Finly. 
but knew him intimately, and accompanied him to 
the cars when the party left for Washington. Dr. 
Clay was held to bail in $1,000 as a witness. 

The officers went South, and after a tedious 
search ascertained that Finly w as at Ellicott's Mills, 
Howard county, Md. Officer Barry watched for 
him in disguise, and discovered him go to the post- 
office aud inquire for a letter. Being tuily convinced 
that the person he watched was Finly, the officer 
then followed him to a hotel, where the accused and 
his wife were arrested. The necessary requisition 
was obtained, and the prisoners were bought on 
without difficulty. The girl wa* also brought buck, 
and the parties are held for examination, which will 
probablv take place to dav before the Recorder.

XXXVTH CONGRESS— FIRST SESSION*. 

Washington, March 27. 
SatHnlny'f Proceeding.*. 

The Senate was not in session to-day. 

House —The House proceed-d to the considera- 
tion of the report of the special committee in the 
Matteson ca-e, which concludes w th a refcolutiou 
that it is inxpedient to take further action iu regard 
to the resolution for his expulsion. 

Mr. Seward argued in favor of the views in the 
report. The House has, by the Constitution, power 
to punish a member for disorderly conduct, and, by 
a two thirds vote, may expel a member, but it never 
was designed that a charge should be revived at a 
subsequent Congress, because there is no power to 
Bnit or resiiici ihe sovereignty of the people iu the 
choice of their representative. 

Mr. Craig of North Carolina asked whether any 
legislative body has not the right to protect itself 
against scoundrelism and against association with a 
man whose reputation is infamously corrupt. 

Mr. Seward replied thai there was so much diver- 
sity of opinion as to what constitutes a gentleman 
he should like Mr. Craig to fix the legal standard. 

Mr. Craig said the House could protect itself when 
a man's character is pronounced infamous, and about 
which there was no diversity of opinion. 

Mr. Seward remarked he was not here as the pros- 
ecutor or defender of Matte.«on, but was endeavor- 
ing to explain the law as he understood it. He 
asked Mr. Craig to put his linger on the record to 
show where Mattesoii was interested one cent in the 
transaction investigated by the prev'ous Goagma. 

Mr. Craig said, by universal consent Mr. Matte- 
son was not a fit associate for any man. 

Mr. Seward observed, the gentleman from North 
Carolina is net bound to associate with Mr. Matteson 
any more than he was. There is nothing to show 
that Mr. Matteson was engaged in bribery or was 
bribed. If he has libelled the House, he might tie 
tried for it ut-der the criminal law. 

Mr. Rift-hie moved to lav the whole subject on the 
table. Agreed tt> — yeas nays 6!». 

FLRTHER FROM CALIFORNIA. 

New York, March 27. 

Santa Anna on his way to Mexico, left Cartha- 
genia on the 12th for Havana. ' 

Partisans of Baez started a revolution in Venezu- 
ela, closely beseiging President Monagas in Palace. 

From Dominica we learn that Baez submitted to 
Santa Anna, Jose Valverde was iustalled Presi- 
dent. 

From the Colorado river we learn that both the 
steamers used by Lieut. I»es in his exploration up 
that stream bad been sunk, and he was in coiise- 
quence compelled to abandon the undertaking. 

The Tribune is informed that an agent of Gen, 
Vidaurri has arrived in this city from Monterey with 
authority to procure a loan guarantied' by a mort- 
gage of all the customhouse duties of the northern 
frontier of Mexico. 

The money thus borrowed is to be employed in 
sending arms and munitions of war and in organi- 
zing an expedition of volunteers to take arms under 
him and aid his scheme in the interior of the repuli- 
lic. The consul denies the authenticity of the report 
because the government of Mexico, which is averse 
to making any such arrangement, has not given 
power to any pei son to act in such matter: conse- 
quently, any such contract or arrangement for a 
loan will be inherently null and void. It is also the 
opinion of the consul that any armed expedition 
which should arrive at a Mexican port, even under 
the pretext of assisting the liberal or constitutional

A CARD. 

Some days past there appeared in the Lotrsviil* 
Daily Journal, a notice of the trial of skill with the 
pistol, cuntemplated by me, in which I was, in three 
shots, at the distance of ten p^ces, to strike three 
oranges to be placed one on tbe head, and one oa 
each nand of a boy. No disapproval was manifes- 
ted by the public, nor did I hear for some time of 
any objection in the city to the affair. An article 
at length appeared in some newspaper al.ro id, de- 
nouncing tbe shooting match. The hue and cry was 
then raised by one or two other papers abroad: and, 
not until this was done, did any paper iu this city 
seem disposed to view ti e mutter uufavorablv. 

The "Courier" then condemned tbe affdr, assign- 
ing a miterably poor excuse for not having done so 
earlier. Up to this time, His Honor, Mavor Pil- 
cher, had kept silent, and expressed ro objections 
till the "Courier" led off; when for some motive 
liest known to himself, he i-sued a proclamation, or- 
dering that I should be immediately taken int« cus- 
tody — though it had been published trat the shoot- 
ing would not take place till the 15th of June next. 

I cannot conceive why it was that the Mavor, 
WM if he h ,d the poictr to order my arrest, should 
have found it necessary to have his order pul lished 
in the newspapers of the city, holding me up to the 
public as an outlaw, "unless ft was to make it 
that fce was ittr Oracle. 

Though he calls it his proclamation, it is but an 
order directed to the police; anl, as the office 
of the Chie' of Folic is, as I am informed, in the 
same building with the ofiice of the Mavor, it seems, 
if it were His Honor's wish onlv to have me taken 
into custcdv, his written order delivered to the 
Chief would have served equally as well aa the pro- 
lamation. 

How the Karjar is vested with authority to have 
a citizen arrested without informal ion given uoder 
oath and ju tifying the arre9t, or why he should seek 
to exercise such authority when there is a city 
judge whose special business it is to try ouenders, 
and to order the arrest of persons when a proper 
cise U presented, I have not been able to learn. 
The Mayor, as I am informed, was at one time a 
(ien-ral; acd, as a military man, he must be pre- 
sumed to be acquainted with tire;irm-; and if, be- 
fore issuing the proclamation he had asked himself 
the question whether a pistol might not be so loaded 
as to shoot ten paces with a small ball without in- 
flicting a seriou • wot nd even if tbe b .11 should strike 
any part of the person, I thii k he could have satis- 
fied himself that there would not be even a possible 
cause of anv injury to the boy, even if 1 soould 
hit him; and hence that there was no occasion to 
order anv arrest. It appears, however, that the 
Mayor loves to commana without reflecting on the 
necessity o' propriety of bis orders. If by order- 
ing tbe arrest of individuals he wishes to keep the 
community reminded that be is Mavor. I could sug- 
gest how he might repeatedly gratify his desires, by 
referring him, for subjects, to persons aftar persons 
i ho, time and again, are visiting the city and pub- 
licly advertising some grand exhibitions of gymnas- 
tic, sleight of hand, and other feat*, the execution of 
all of which is attended with far greater hazard to 
life and limb than the boy holding the oranges 
would be subject to, even If I were to shoot ictih cm 
orerclurrged pistol. 

Instances, such as I allude to, might have been 
witnessed not long since in this city in the circuses, 
where a pyramid of persons, surmounted with some 
lad, is placed on the backs of horses going at fuU 
speed. Or where the tight rope performers walk a 
rope stretched from the ground to the top of some lofty 
building, or where the aeronaut takes his flight 
through the air with his balloon companions, or 
where the R ivel and Martinetti troupe exhibit, in 
their right rope performances, their pyramid of men 
on a rope, and a child at the top many feet in the 
air, or where the Chinese Juggler throws knife after 
knife around and about a man stationed against a 
plank partition with his arms and legs extended — 
throwing the knives so as to stick them on each side 
and in close proximity to his neck, legs, arms, and 
body, and with such force as to drive the blades so 
deep into the wood as to require much shaking and 
pulling to take them out. 

Why are not these feats, too, prohibited? 

The public seems disposed to patronize mo«t lili- 
erally such exhibitions where the performances seem 
most hazardous. * 

To what public benefit do they contribute? 

Yet the Mayor tolerates such exhibitions, which, 
for tbe most part, are given by foreigners; but when 
I, an American citizen, who, for upward of tw»nty 
>ears, have made the use of the pistol my study, 
and, during the time, have taught many how to use 
it, which, by the way, is a desirable and valuable 
accomplishment — when I announce that I will en- 
gage in a trial of skill with the pistol, as already 
stated, it is thought proper by the Mayor not only 
to deny me privileges, such ai are allowed to and 
exercised by others, but, by proclamation in the 
city papers, to order my immediate arrest, as I 
I were an outlaw or seeking to evade Ihe ' " 
of the police. 

I can't but feel much aggrieved at so unwarranted 
a course on tbe part of the Mayor, and therefore am 
induced to complain to the public for such treatment. 

I cordially approve of the motto, u Im] rights to 
all, exclusive privileges to none," and, when I see 
that others are allowed by tbe authorities to engage 
in exhibitions, which, without donbt, are attended 
with imminent peril to life and limb, I feel that I 
am not taking a privilege greater than that allowed 
to and exercised by others, and that I am not viola- 
ting tbe law when I seek to exercise the right of 
engaging in a trial of skill with tbe pistol as pro- 
posed. Knowing that, even if the boy should be 
hit, he could not be hnrt, anl knowing, too, that 
after more than twenty years' use of the pistol as a 
profession, it would be" improbable that I should hit 
the boy, when shooting with deliberate aim. a dis- 
tance of only 10 paces, and at an object 2'^ inches 
in diameter. 

After having already acquired some reputation as 
a pistol shot it would be tolly for me to risk that 
reputation by shooting at tbe oranges, if I bad the 
least doubt of hitting them; and it would be worse 
| than madness in me to peril mv life or liberty by 
the attempt, if I felt it was probable for the boy to 
be injured if a ball should touch him. 
I I claim, however, tm lie a law abiding citizen, and 
I if, after the foregoing statements, tbe public think 
that I would be violating the law, were I to shoot as 
proposed, I here promise not to offend against the 
laws of the State.

BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 
Tn ritsi >ay EvKMXd, March 2o, 1858. 

Present — E. D Weatherford, President, and all 
the members except Alderman Burton. 

A report was presented from the stieet inspector 
of the Eastern Di-trict, showir.o; the suns of $480 
OC expended for cleaning an<l repairing streets from 
the 3d to the 18th of March, 18:>8, %hich was re- 
ferred to the St ret t Co mm it tee of the Eastern Dis- 
trict, and l»y request Alderman Houard afterwards 
re|wrted a resolution allowing the same, which wa* 
adopted. 

A claim of $57 55 ia favor of J. M. Booker for 
services as warden of the IIo|»e Fire Co. was {.re- 
sented, and referred to Committee on Fire Depart- 
ment. 

A claim of 8355 in fiver of A. Y. Johnson & Bro. 
f< r buiHtnj; hose-carri m;e for the steam rire-*ngine 
Mas pres nted ;>nd allowed. 

A claim of *3 50 in favor ot Win. Crofoot was 
presented and refeired to the Committee on Fi- 
nance. 

Also, $1 in f.ivor of J. F. Ilammon wat referred 
to the Hospital Committee. 

A report was read from the city engineer, giving 
an approximate estimate of the cost f«.r an improve- 
ment of the Portland wh^rf fiom the east line of 
Commercial street to the east line of Fulton street, 
with necessary sewers (stated at the sum of $17,- 
050), which was referred to the Committee on 
Wharf. 

A claim of $120 in favor of J. W. Davis for extra 
work at the iut rsection of Sixth street and Port- 
land Avenue, was referred to Revision Committee. 

On motion of alderman Weatherford, a resolution 
was adopted authorising James Guthrie and Hamil- 
ton and Brother to grade, pave, and curb such 
streets as they deem proper upon which they are sole 
owners of property, said work to be done in ac- 
cordance with the general o-din*nce regulatinc the 
construction of such work, the city to be liabfe for 
no portion of the cost thereof except for the inter- 
sections at all streets and alleys 

A petition was presented from J. P. Young and 
others, asking a wtll at the northeast coiner of Ma- 
rios and Lloyd streets to lie re-dug ar.d walled, 
which was referred to Street Committee of Eastern 
District. 

A communication was read from the Mayor re- 
commending that the Street Inspector.! be author- 
ised to employ two practical liowtderersat $1 75 per 
day, which was referrtd to the Street Committee of 
Western District. 

The Mayor submitted a contract executed by Hen- 
ry H. Higdon to repair the Portland Avenue, which 
was referred to Street Committee of Western Dis- 
trict, and. after examination, Alderman Howard 
from said committee re]»>rted same, and it was ap- 
proved. 

A message was read from the Mayor, making 
sundry suggestions in reference to the repair of 
Broadway between Second and Sixth streets, which 
was referred to Street Committees of the Eastern 
and Western Districts. 

A resolu iou from the Common Council, proposing 
a joint session at 8 o'clock this evening for the pur- 
pose of electing one memlier of the Common Coun- 
cil in place of A. 13. Simple, resigned, was acceded 
to. Thereupon the two Boards assembled in joint 
session, when rnonus Shanks was duly elected to 
fill said vacancv, when the joint session arose. 

Alderman Crawford, from Committee on Eire De- 
partment, repotted a resolution allowing Olmsted & 
O'Conner $13 for coal furnished Hope Fire Compa- 
ny, which w as adopted. 

Alderman Crawford, from Finance Committee, to 
whom was referred a communication from the Mayor 
in reference to the maturitv of a citv note at the 
Bank of Kentucky for $7,290 G8, reported that the 
Mayor has t>een derilict in his duty in not reporting 
to the Council prompt lv the time w hen said note 
matured, and recommended that the Mayor be in- 
structed to renew said note at four months from its 
maturity, which was concurred in and adopted. 
Subsequently the same was returned from the Com- 
mon Council amended, by inserting "the Mayor 
having failed, owing to his indi-position, to report 
the time when said note matured," which amend- 
ment wat rejected, and the Board voted to adhere 
to the original report. 

Alderman Crawford, from the Committee on Fi- 
nance, reported in favor of an ordinance from the 
Common Council in relation to the investment of the 
funds of the sinking fund, with an amendment to 
insert after the word "interest." in the twelfth line, 
the words "thereon to be held by them as invest- 
ment," which amendment was concurred in. 

Alderman Weatherford, by leave, submitted a 
minority report from the Committee on Sinking 
Fund as follows: 

The minority of the cominittee to whom was re- 
ferred the ordinance passed by the Common Council 
authorising the commissioners of the sinking fund 
to purchase one hundred of the bonds of the city of 
Louisville 'ssued to the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad at 75 cents on the dollar out of the surplus 
in said fund have had the same under consideration; 
and, after a thorough and careful investigation of 
the charter and ordinances, feel constrained, however 
reluctantly, to report against its passage. They beg 
leave to state, that, entertaining doubts upon the 
subject themselves, they called upon the city at- 
torney and assist nt city attorney and requested 
their opinions in writing upon two points. 

First, as to whether the completion of t 1 e court- 
house was or was not a charge upon and had to be 
paid out of the sinking fund. 

Second, whether or not, by the terms of ordinance 
No. 242, which was voted upon and approved by the 
people, so soon as the liabilities of the citv existing 
at the time of the adoption of the present charter 
were fully paid off, it was not incumbent upon the 
sinking fund to pay the interest upon the $500,000 
of bonds issued under that ordinance, and suspend 
any further special taxation upon the people for that 

The answers of both the Attorneys for the city 
upon the points referred to are in writing, and are 
made part of this report. 

The committee are aware that there exists some 
difference of opinion upon these two points, and, in 
order that they might come to a correct conclusion 
in the premise's, they sought the aid of the legal ad- 
visers of the city, whose duty it is to represent her 
interest and give the coordinate departments of the 
municipal government advice, and to construe the 
charter and ordinances, and they feel bound to be 
governed by their opinion. They submit to their 
decuion in this ca-e the more cheerfully from the 
fact that their opinions coincide entirely with their 
own views upon the points submitted. 

Assuming the opinions of the Attorneys to be cor- 
rect, the duty of the Council is a very plain one. It 
is very obvious there is and can be no surplus, in the 
Sinking Fund for the current fiscal year. The pro- 
bable income of the Sinking Fund for the vear will 
be, say $ 95,000 00

That some steps h ive to l>e taken to finish the 
court-house can no longer 1*2 discussed. The Cir- 
cuit Court has issued its mandamus again-t eaca 
of the members of the General Council, requiring 
them to proceed to finish the court-house w ith all 
convenient dispatch, and we mu-t either obey the 
oid r or resign our teats. 

If any expenditure be nude on the court-house 
at all it cannot fail short of **),0(H> during the 
prcent year. 

The outstandiug judgment-* against the city for 
which the sinking nM is liable aggregate not less 
than $15,000. So when these two items, are added 
to the deficit previously shown, it makes the sum 
Of $57,997 40; besides the state of the finances of 
the city requires her to make frequent demands 
upon the sinking fun 1, and it would be unwise to 
take this source of temporary relief from her. 

With this state of case before the cominittee they 
are compelled to report against the purchase of the 
Ii— ImHW and Nashville Railroud bonds. 

The facts stated are incontrovertible and demon- 
strate beyond all cavil or question that, so far from 
there Iteing a surplus in the sinking fund, i; will, in 
all probability, have to be a large borrower itself. 

The committ'. e would take great pleasure in doing 
any and everything in their power to promote the 
Louisville and Nashville Railrojd enterprise, l>e- 
lieving as they do that upon its completion depends 
in a great measure the future growth and prosperity 
of Louisville. But however desirable that result 
may be. it is as nothing when compared with the 
credit, good faith, and integrity of the city, which, 
for the time lieiog, is committed to the General 
Council, and must be held sacred and inviolate.

Alderman Howard, by leave, introduced a resolu- 
tion instructing the City Attorney to dismiss pro- 
ceedings in the City Court against Edward Wilkin- 
son for permitting a well to remain in the sidewalk 
on Maiket street, which was adopted. 

Alderman Howard, from Street Committee, West- 
ern District, reported a resolution from the Common 
Council, directing the Street Inspector, Western 
District, to repair Market strest, in Portland, be- 
tween Commercial and Grove, which was adopted.
